The violation of constitu- 
tional rights, not busing, is 
the central issue in dese- 
gregation suits, Nathaniel 
Jones told representatives 
of Gotumbus media Friday. 

Jones, chief counsel for 
the NAACP, spoke at a 
press briefing at the Neil 
House convened by a 
coalition of 10° or- 
ganizations. 

“Black people have been 
expected to waive their 
rights under the 14th 
amendment as no other 
group has,” Jones said.

On the other hand, it is 
not enough to show that 
segregation exists. It Is 
necessary to prove, he 
said, that segregation 
resulted from action or 
inaction of public ofticials 
and that the decisions 
taken were deliberate 
decisions which had fore- 
seeable consequences. 

Jones said it is important 
not to be diverted from the 
central issue by such argu- 
ments as “blacks don't 
want it” or “a black person 
doesn't have to sit next to 
a white person to learn.” 

These arguments are 
“irrelevant to the law suit" 
which has. the objective of 


the “elimination of state 
created segregation,” he 
said. 


“It's important to keep 
the focus on the issue, the 
constitutional violations. of 
rights. The remedy comes 
later.” 

Citing other examples of 
Vidlations, Jones” noted 
that in some cities where 
identifiably black schools 
were overcrowded, 
students would be- trans- 
ported to identifiably white 
schools but were kept in- 
tact and not-permitted to 
interact with other 
students. 

In Detroit, on the other 
hand, the white schools 
were overcrowded and the 


. blacks. schools were un- 


derutilized, he said. In- 
stead of reassigning 
students, additions and 
portables were used to 
keep the white students in 
the white schools. 

Jones said it~is the 
media's responsibility ‘‘to 
put the public in as close a 
position to understand the 
violations as the judge is 
going to be in.” 

“The judges have been 


‘ doing their job. These are 


not busing cases. School 
boards are - violating the 
rights of children.” 

He noted that in Detroit, 
nothing was written about 
the suit until the court or- 
der; and nothing was writ- 
ten about the violations. 

“If people had under- 
stood the nature of the vio- 


lations — how optional

No issue has emerged out of the civil 
rights bag, and had as much impact on 
the total composition of the American city, 
as has the school integration issue. 

Outside the cities and states where 
either by ‘law or local practice, public 
schools were segregated prior to the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision in 1954, school 
‘attendance reflected the racial complexion 
of the neighborhoods. 

’ These complexions were not necessarily 
Biack or white, but reflected the multiple 
ethnic groups that lived largely together in 
all of our big urban cities. For example, in 
Cleveland, South High school used to be 
largely Polish, Hungarian, etc.; before the 
Jews migrated to the suburbs, Glenville 
High was largely Jewish; the Irish 
dominated some of the west-side schools; 
and, Central High was largely Negro. 

The frantic migrations of the thirties and 


forties, saw thousands of whites fleeing to - 


the newly built homes in the suburbs, 
leaving the inner cities to the incoming 


__migration of Negrges from the South. 


racial oorfiplexion of our public 
schools-began to change rapidly. So much 
so, that in the past thirty years, the inner 
city schools have become largely 50% or 
more Black; some 100%. 

The outward migration of white resi- 
dents inaugurated also the migration from 
the inner_city of business and industry. 
The automobile made it convenient for 
workers to live long distances from their 
jobs, yet within reasonable driving time to 
them, 

We have now reached a point in this 
outward movement of people and 
business, that serious problems now face 
every urban-industrial center in the nation. 

So serious is this problem and its 
implications and ramifications, that Dr. 
Norman Brown, associate professor of 
history at the University of Texas, is 
predicting that: “If the current population 
movement trends continue, we have to 
forsee that by the end of the century, most 
American Blacks will be living in inner 
cities, without jobs and with whites 
surrounding them in the suburbs." 

In this same connection, Dr. Brown 
points out that the “white flight to the 
suburbs" will leave inner-city schools

Racism continues up to now, to be the 
big factor-in keeping these separating 
conditions in operation. 


Efforts to break through the housing — 


ban on Négro buyers outside the inner 
city, despite many court cases, have 
accomplished very little. One reason 
being, the right of individuals to sell to 
people of their own choice. 

Here then is where th@~ school 
desegregation ‘cases come in. The courts, 
including the U.S. Supreme court, have 
decided that they do have the right to 
integrate the public schools, even to the 
extent of forcing bussing for this purpose. 

If schools are racially mixed, then there 
is no reason for continuing exclusive 
suburbs, In other words, housing too must 
become open. 

Therefore, once the school integration 
issue is settled, the courts will have no 
choice but to eliminate all barriers. to 
Negroes buying homes in an open market, 
free from rediining and real estate 
déaler’s restrictions and discriminations: 

In a fast changing world, the Negro 
today must now condition himself for an 
all-out battle on these last two remaining 
civil rights objectives. . 

Victory, however, will come only 
after bitter battles and many sacrifices.

Racism 


There seems to be an absurd but 
growing belief that racism is not as 
widespread as it once was when the Em- 
mett Tills and the Scottsboro Boys were 
being brutally lynched in Mississippi, 
Alabama and Florida. Those were wide- 
open days of racism in the 1930s, 40s and 
50s, that led to the anti-civil rights 
violence in the Birminghams and Selmas 
of the 60s, the bitter days that made 
America hang her head in shame. 

The open and often tolerated violence 
against blacks that characterized much of 
the deep South in those days is gone, of 
course, but to say that conditions have so 
improved that racism is no longer the 
nation’s major problem is the epitome of 
ludicrousness. 

Whites, no doubt, are fed-up with 
charges of racism; they're tired of being 
called racists whenever they refuse to do 
something beneficial for minorities, or 
when they do something that runs counter 
to minority aspirations. Yet one would 
have a herculean, if not impossible, task in 
trying to convince minorities that it’s not 
racism that keeps them poor, ill-housed, 
underfed and largely uneducated, while 
much of the rest of the nation waliows in 
luxury. And pointing to the outstanding 
achievements of a few blacks, Hispanics, 
Native Americans and Asian-Americans as 
examples of minorities who “made it", 
won't wash any longer when minority 
youths see many minorities still at the bot- 


tom of the heap, their conditions largely 
unchanged or when they see new hate 
groups that continue to spring up and old 
ones- that_periodically rejuvenate. them- 
selves. 

In Milwaukee, Wis., for example, there's 
a Nazi party that's on an anti-Semitic 
crusade. From what we've seen on 
television and read in newspapers in 
recent days the group is growing, a 
there seems to be civic bewildermént 
about what to do, short of violating the 
uniform-clad Swatiska-wearing adherents’ 
constitutional rights. | 

In Baton Rouge, La. the knights; of the 
Ku Klux Kian, led by 25-year-old David E. 
Duke, are drumming up public support for 
the white majority who, Duke says, is “en- 
during the butt of discrimination.” 

There are other KKK misfits in 
Louisiana, Alabama and elsewhere. And 
States Rights and White Only political par- 
ties that, like the , are against gun 
control, busing for qua ity education, Jews 
and blacks, They haven't said much about 
Hispanics, Native Americans and Asian- 
Americans, but it's safe to surmise that 
they're against them too. 

This-is why, in the minds of many of us, 
racism is still America’s gravest problem — 
not the rights of women or homosexuals. " 
we resolved the difficult issues of women’s 
rights and effected more humane treat- 
ment of homosexuals, a black woman 
would still be segregated against and a 


inalienable rights violated. 

The effect of racism on society has been 
devastating at the very least; while it-has 
angered and hardened minorities, it has 
made cowards of many whites who detest 
racial discrimination Egt wither under the, 
pressure of criticism’ afd retaliation when. 
the going gets rough:-Racism-is” thus 
lowered several notches on their scale of 
priorities. 

It's the same with institutions, including 
those progressive churches that did much 
is, attempting to get their own houses in 


~ 
order while fighting racism elsewhere. In 
ows é@ ay recent years, however, criticism of the 


_churchese’ .involvement—in_—_programs _ to 
combat racism here and abroad has taken 
its toll to the point where racism is no 
longer a major thrust. 

Cries that social action programs have 
downgraded evangelism have sent some 
churches scurrying for cover. Other chur- 
ches, that did little in the first place to 
defang racism, are emboldened to con- 
tinue doing nothing. Also, while many 
people began to talk about racism and 
sexism in the same breath, diluting both 
concerns in the process, there have been 
efforts to wipe out long-established em- 
ployment quotas that have sought to 
protect job rights for minorities, 

The core of our problem in America and 
in much of the world is both a conscious 
and unconscious lack of respect for, 
people of different cultures. People of the 
same culture, regrettably, have a much 
higher respect for each other than for 
people of other cultures and backgrounds. 

‘When | was a boy growing up in St. 

duis, Mo., | never heard of a Puerto Rican 

r a West Indian. | didn't see a Chicano 
until | was 18. The only Asian-American | 
was acquainted with was the Chinaman 
who owned the restaurant across the 
street from the white-owned black movie 
house we had to attend because others 
were “white only” establishments. 

My knowledge of people other than 
blacks, whites and Jews was_ limit 
largely because of circumstances ‘veyon 

. my control, and my earlier attitudes toward 
whites and Jews were formulated during 
this period of life when pleasure and pain 
were constant and unnatural companions. 

| still believe that if we burrow deep 
enough Into most major problems facing 
us today we'll more than likely find some 
form of racism at their root.

Judge Harper: Beats Clock 


Although she beat the petition filling deadline by 
only six or seven minutes, Cleveland's Municipal 
Court Judge Sara J. Harper made history last Thurs. 
day (March 25) by becoming the first black woman to 
seek election to the Ohio Supreme Court. 

Judge Harper adi ot Latin into the State Office 
Tower, 30; W. Broad St.,-about 4:45 p.m._and with 


* express elevator service, made her way to the office 


ot Secretary of State Ted W. Brown on the 14th floor 
as the clock ticked toward the 5 p.m. filing deadline. 

A Republican, J Harper is aspiring for the term 
beginning Jan. 2, 1977. In the June 8 primary, she will 
be competing with Republicans William J. Morrissy. 
Jr., Cincinnati, and M. Gareth Hitchcock, Paulding: 
County, Ohio. ' 

Ms. Harper, assuming that her petitions contained a 
sufficient number of valid signatures, will be the only 
‘black running for office on the statewide ballot in the 
primary election. However, there will be a number of 
black candidates running as delegates or alternates. 
to both national political conventions this Y 

Should she get past the primary, she would become 
third black to-compete-in_the general election of the 
high court in recent years. Robert M. Duncan, U.S. 
District Court Judge, while serving by appointment, 
was elected to succeed himself in 1970. veg had 
subsequently resigned to accept a U.S. Military Court 
appointment, his.record of being a first black to win a 
Supreme Court Justiceship, stills stands. 

Duncan's successor, Common Pleas Court Lloyd O. 
Brown, ‘Cleveland, lost his bid to retain his seat ‘in 
1972. A Democrat, he had been appointed by former 
Gov. John J. Gilligan. Judge Duncan was appointed 
by Republican Gov. James A. Rhodes during the first 
of his three terms. 

Ms. Harper was also appointed to the Municipal 
Court by Rhodes, but has since been elected in her 
own right. As the only female on the statewide ballot, 
her candidacy, could be a boon to the Republican 
campaign if they take advantage of. the

New York City's last-ditch struggle against 
bankruptcy got a lot of national attention a few 
months ago, culminating with a hard-line stand by the 
Administration that finally led to a three-year plan to 
get the City back on the road to solvency. 

That plan didn't end New York's problems -/)% just 
was a step on the way toward correcting its fiscal 
emergency. In fact, the imposed cuts in City in 
have worsened conditions for its poorer citizen’ and 
may,-it-the. run, prevent-the City from regai ; 
its économic viability. 

One basic remaining problem on the fiscal scerie is 
the dollar Straitjacket the City has been placed in by 
its. three-year plan that forces it to cut a deficit that 
took ten years to accumulate, and build into the City's 
bud bas iNion--ust in interest charges. 

are” (dGgn-verfms; private corporations and 
foreign countries have all been able to get easier 
terms than that. So the very terms of rescue impede 
full recovery and make the long-term outlook bleak. 

With so much of its revenue going to creditors, the 
- City has few dollars left for essential services. That 
means lay-offs of City workers. : 

Bécause the say-ofis have been on the seniority 
principle, black and minority workers have been the 
ones chopped from the payroll in disproportionate 
numbers, New York's Human Rights Commissioner, 
Eleanor Holmes Norton, reports that in the past year 

and-a-half the City has lost half of its Spanish- 
surnamed workers, 40 percent of its black males and 
almost a third of its women employees. 

So equal employment Dppavluntios have been a big 
victim of the fiscal belt-tightening. 

Another target of budget cuts is the City University, 
which has a free tuition policy and recently instituted 
a successful open admissions policy that has enabled 
more youngsters to get a college education. 

Open issions is one of those programs 
pomuieny labelled as being for blacks while actually 

efitting greater numbers of white ethnics who 
never before went to college in such numbers. 

Now, both white and black students have their 
futures endangered since the City is trying to get the 
State to take over the colleges, and that means tuition 
Le pean beyond their means. Even if limited scholar- 
ship money becomes available, white middle class 
families that won't qualify for such aid have less 
reason to stay in the , leading to increased white 
migration to suburbia and greater ion. 

It's as if each step leads to a second one, and then 
a third, each with unfortunate results for the City and 


for its residents. 

Attracting more job-producing businesses to the 
City is one goal of the City’s planners and a d 
one. But several key officials are now talking ut 
bulldozing slum areas to build industrial parks to 
attract factories. r 

When it is pointed out that it's cruel to upr 
families in this manner and that the City has sioner 
empty land zoned for industrial use, they say yes, but 
we need to give industry a symbolic gesture to show 
we want them, So the solution seems to be to kick the 
poorest and least able out of their income and 
neighborhoods not for concrete results, but for “a 
symbolic gesture.” 

All of these real and impending hardships, 
including some that border on the cruel, are taking 
place in the name of fiscal austerity and lack of City 
tax revenue. But at the same time, City residents pay 
some $7 billion in federal taxes earmarked for the

Food Stamp Cut Bill 


At a recent meeting the 
Board of Directors of 
Hunger Task Force ex- 
pressed its disapproval of 
Food Stamp legisiation 
now pending in the United 
States Senate. Under a bill 
approved by the Agri- 
culture Committee about 


3.5 million perons would | 


be eliminated from the 
food stamp program. 

The bill would eliminate 
all households with net-in- 
comes above the pove 
line; provide only a $1 
standard deduction for all 
households of all sizes and 
in all areas. of the country 
(with an extra $25 deduc- 
tion for households con- 
taining an elderly person); 
fall to provide for any in- 
crease whatever in the 


standard deduction in 
future years despite rising 
rent, heat, medical and 
other costs; and retain the 
food stamp. purchase 
requirement. 

All households would be 
required to pay 27.5 per- 
cent of their net income to 
buy stamps. Ai presen. tts 
average household pays 24 
percent of its net income 
to purchase its stamps. 

Hunger—Task-—Force 
through its Legislative 
Committee studied all of 
the proposed bills in the 
United States Congress 
relating to Food Stamps.

Those findings, Glenn 
says, have been corro- 
borated by the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission and 
several public and private 
studies. 

Reiterating that he 
favors a three-year exten- 
sion of the Revenue 
Sharing program, Glenn 
declared _that__local _dis- 
cretion in the use of the 
funds must not over- 
shadow the national com- 
mitment to equality.
